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Local family in attendance as governor signs 
proclamation for National Adoption Month 


Alabama Governor Kay 
Ivey signed a proclamation 
Tuesday, Nov. 27, declaring 
the month of November as 
National Adoption Month 
for the state. 

One local family was in 
attendance for this special 
moment. 

Larry and Jennifer Grant, 
along with their adopted 
daughter, Riley, witnessed 
the signing of the procla- 
mation by Governor Ivey. 

“We were among 20 fam- 
ilies invited to the State 
Capitol on Nov. 27th, dur- 
ing which Governor Kay 
Ivey signed a proclamation 
announcing November as 
National Adoption Month,” 
said Jennifer Grant. 

Riley was among hun- 
dreds of children to be 
adopted in Alabama in 
2018. Statewide, it was a 
record-breaking year for 
adoptions. 

“These families have 
welcomed into their home a 
lot of children that have 
been part of our foster care 
system,” said Gov. Kay 
Ivey during the proclama- 
tion signing. “These chil- 
dren have found their 
favorite homes and lasting 
homes.” 

According to __ state 
records, there were 710 
adoptions finalized during 
the Fiscal Year 2018. This 
number jumped’ by over 
200 as there were 502 
adoptions during the fiscal 
years of 2017 and 2016 
each. 

State officials have said 
they are proud of the 
record-breaking adoption 
numbers for 2018, but they 
continue to encourage 
more, The number of chil- 
dren in custody of the 


Department of Human 
Resources (DHR) also is 
higher. 


Fiscal Year 2018 showed 
6,500 children in custody 
of DHR, up from 6,279 
children in 2017 and 5,575 
children in 2016. 

Grant said there are hun- 
dreds of these children 
awaiting adoption now. 

Riley was placed in 


Bright Beginnings Child 
Care Center of Elba, in 
which Jennifer Grant is the 


owner/operator, and 
Jennifer said she and Larry 
began fostering her in 
January 2017. 

“We attended foster par- 
enting classes in Covington 
County for 10 weeks in 
order to be able to care for 
Riley,” she said. “Riley was 
in foster care for 556 days 
before being adopted by us 
on March 16, 2018.”

Bible to their children 
daily, trying to make it rel- 
evant. And Time said as a 
boy Bush was known for 
his forgiveness and empa- 
thy.

In 
fact, according to Smith, no 
other U.S. President stated 
that America was “one 
nation under God” more 
than our 41st President. 

“Without God’s help,” 
Bush said, “we can do 
nothing.” 

Universally recognized 
as a humble man, Time said 
that hurt him: Being a good 
president is not enough; 
“the presidency is a per- 
formance art...(which) he 
never embraced.” 

Last Friday night, Bush 
was at home when he spoke 
by phone to his namesake. 
The younger Bush said, 
“You have been a wonder- 
ful father.” 

The senior Bush 
responded, “I love you, 
too.” 

Those were George H. 
W. Bush’s last words.

This past Sunday we, like many of you, celebrated the 
First Sunday of Advent. Each year we set aside the four 
Sundays leading up to Christmas to pause, wait and pre- 
pare for Christmas. Part of our preparation is decorating 
our place of worship. Last Sunday evening we decorated 
our church building during our “Hanging of the Greens” 
service. Decorating is nice. It adds to the atmosphere and 
“preparing our hearts” for those of us on 
“earth receive her king” should be so much more central to 


anticipation. Yet, 


our Christmas celebrations. 


On the first Sunday of Advent we always light The Hope 
Candle. This purple candle reminds us of the hope that 
many generations of God’s people had and have for the 
coming of The Messiah.
